[Text] Ulaanbaatar, 15 Apr (MONTSAME)—-In an interview granted in connection 
with the 40 years of the great victory over fascism, MPR permanent representa- 
tive to the United Nations organization Gendengiyn Nyamdoo said that this event 
was a triumph of liberation holding place next to Great October Socialist 
Revolution by its historic significance.
